His father was the late Judge 
Barnard Hill, of the Macon superior 
court circuit, who was an eminent jur- 
ist and who died in 1876 of apoplexy while 
charging the jury in Crawford superior 
court. 

Judge Hill was born in Massachusetts 
and came to Macon when quite young.

Paris, Tex., July 13.—(Spectal.)—Today 
at 2 p. m., Willlam Goings (Walla Ton- 
ka), a young Indian. was shot at:Alikchl, 
I. T., for murder. This was the last ex- 
ecution under sentence of the Indian 
courts, they having been abolished by 
congress. Goings had the record of hav- 
ing killed seven persons at different times, 
all of whom were his relatives, and the 
facts and circumstances associated with 
him since his sentence, make up a most 
remarkable and romantic story, reading 
like fiction. 

The Indians do not have any jails. 
When one is convicted of a capital of- 
fense he is told when he must be back to 
be shot, and tis allowed his liberty until 
then, his stoicism and peculiar sense of 
honor being sufficient to secure his pres- 
ence, as he would rather die than endure

In 1868 Mr. Walter Hill entered the 
State university, graduating in the class 
of 1870 with the third honor. In this class 
Mr. Hill's present law partner, Hon. H. 
kK. Harris, shared the first honor, and 
Washington Dessau, of Macon, who first 
suggested Mr. Hill for the chancellor- 
ship, received the second honor. 

In 1871 Mr. Hill returned to Athens and 
took a course in French, German and 
law, graduating at the law school of the 
university. In 1872, together with David 
Erwin and George H. Lester, of Mariet- 
ta, he compiled the code of Georgia. 

In the year 1873, Hon. N. E. Harris 
came from Sparta to Macon and formed 
a law partnership with Mr, Hill under 
the firm’ name of Hill & Harris. This 
partnership has continued up to the pres- 
ent time. It is one of the ablest firms in 
Georgia, and has been very successful. 
They have engaged in some of the most 
important litigation in the state and have 
made large fees. At one time the firm 
consolidated w'th the firm of Lanier & 
Anderson, the latter member being the 
ex-attorney general of Georgia. 

In 1882, Mr. Hill against compiled a 
code of the state of Georgia with David 
Erwin, of Marietta, and C. Rowell, of 
Rome. In 1889, Mr. Hill was president 
of the Bar Association of Georgia, and 
a few years ago he was the southern 
representative at the centennial celebra- 
tion of the establishment of the supreme 
court of the United States. This celebra- 
tion was held in New York city. Mr. 
Hill took part in the exercises and de- 
livered a brilliant speech at the banquet 
given on that occasion. 

He has several times been a delegate 
from the south Georgia Methodist 
church conference to the general confer- 
ence of the southern church, and sever- 
al years ago was a delegate to the evan- 
gelical alliance of all the Methodist 
churches of America. 

Mr. Hill is an exceedingly scholarly 
man and has written many able and in- 
teresting articles for The Century and 
Atlantic magazines. He has been a lib- 
eral contributor to the religious and sec- 
ular press on matters of temperance. He 
has for years taken a prominent part in 
behalf of prohibition, on the platform 
and before. legislatice committees. Mr. 
Hill is a trustee of Vanderbilt univer- 
sity. 
In 1879, Miss Sallie 
tarker, daughter of George R. Bark- 
er. one of Macon’'s oldest and most es- 
teemed citizens. She is a first honor grad- 
uate of Wesleyan Female college. Like 
her distinguished husband, she is deep- 
lv interested in temperance and church 
work and literary matters. She is vice 
president of the Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance Union of Georgia, and chairman 
of the law committee of the Georgia Wo- 
man’s Federation of Ciubs. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hil have four children, 
two sons and two daughters. Mr. Hill 
and his family will be a charming addi- 
tion to the social, educational and reli- 
gious life of Athens.

The Choctaw supreme court finally 
affirmed the sentence. Meanwhile, how- 
ever, congress had abolished the tribal 
courts, and two or three days before the 
last uate set for his execution a writ of 
habeas corpus was sued out in the federal 
courg at South McAlester on the ground 
that the Indian courts had been done 
away with, and he was about to be un- 
lawfully shot. A deputy marshal was 
sent to Alikchi to serve ipPe writ and ar- 
rived while he was being got ready to be 
led to the execution. On the habeas cor- 
pus hearing the United States ‘circuit 
judge held that as he was tried and con- 
victed before the act of congress abolish- 
ing the Indian courts, the federal court 
had no jurisdiction. The prisoner was 
given back to the Choctaw authorities 
and was resentenced three or four days 
ago to be shot today, as stated. 

Application was made yesterday to 
Federal Judge John R. Thomas for a 
writ of habeas Goings’s at- 
torneys, and an order by Judge Thomas 
was telegraphed from 
Tulsa, I. T., last night. It directed the 
Indian sheriff to have the body of Go- 
ings at South McAlester, July 22d, and 
a deputy marshal arrived at Alikchi with 
the writ at daylight this morning. Dis- 
trict Attorney Clay and Sheriff Thomas 
were in consultation when it Was pre- 
sented. The sheriff refused to receive it. 
The district attorney declared that only 
Almighty God and Judge Abner James, 
the Choctaw judge, could stop the exe- 
cution, 

A runner was dispatched to 
James, sixteen miles away, notifying him 
of the telegram from Judge Thomas. He 
was in bed sick and sent a verbal mes- 
sage to go ahead with the execution, — 


Was a Sickening Sight. 

It was noon when the message was re- 
ceived. The execution took place two 
hours later and was a sickening sight. 
A few minutes before Goings was led 
four Choctaws appeared bearing a 
coffin, which was deposited in front of 
the courthouse and near it a quilt was 
spread. The condemned, supported by 
Sheriff Watson and a deputy, and es- 
corted by twenty light horsemen, was 
marched down the line of spectators. He 
bade them goodby. 

Goings then knelt on the quilt, blind- 
folded. The sheriff bared his bosom, 
painted a spot over his heart, stepped 
back four paces, rested a winchester 
across a bench and fired, the bullet en- 
tering the breast, just missing the spot. 
Goings fell backward and moaned pite- 
ously for an hour before expiring. Wa- 
ter was poured down his thrvuat a num- 
ber of times to hasten death by s(rangu- 
lation. Woile the execution was pro- 
ceeding, District Attorney Clay remark- 
ed to the correspondent: ““‘We are max- 
ing history.’’

STATE DEPARTMENT WILL PRO- 
TECT AMERICAN INTERESTS. 


Cruiser Philadelphia May Be Sent to 
Join the Vixen in the 
South. 


Washington, July 13.—The state depart- 
ment is watching with anxiety develop- 
ments in Guatemala. It is premature to 
say that the decision has been reached to 
send the Philadelphia from San Francisco 
down to that country, anf it may be that 
the presence of the gunboat Vixen on 
the east coast will be regarded as suffi- 
cient for the present. But there are hints 
of foreign action that might involve a 
repetition of the Corinto incident, and in 
that probable &@ would be 
deemed by our government to 
have a stronger naval representation 
the seat of trouble. 

It is said at the state department t- 
the financial conditions in Guatemala, 
with impending repudiation, threaten 
severe loss to American citizens. But 
so far our government has not consented 
to take any joint action with England, 
Germany or any other nation, to bring 
pressure to bear upon the disturbed re- 
public. 

It is problematical what attitude will 
be adopted by our government in case an 
attempt should be made by European 
governments to seize customs houses in 
Guatemala to collect money for 
holders. In the case of the Corinto land- 
ing a question of national honor was in- 
volved, an indemnity having been de- 
manded by England for the ill-treatment 
of her consular officers. But our govern- 
ment has heretofore, and notably in Mr. 
Blaine’s time, leaned to the belief that 
the holders of government bonds, being 
individuals, took their bonds subject to 
the vicissitudes and chances of repudia- 
tion, the prices being regulated by the 
risks incurred.

Washington, July 13.—It is altogether 
probable that the next annual report of 
the internal revenue bureau will recom- 
mend a number of changes in the war 
revenue act. In the main the law has 
worked satisfactorily and has produced 
almost exactly the amount estimated by 
the commissioner. This, however, Was 
something than the estimates gen- 
erally accepted by well informed members 
of congress. 

The internal revenue officials are of the 
opinion that the law might properly be 
extended in certain directions without be- 
all burdensome to the public 
and in a way to produce a considerable 
revenue. One of the propositions now 
consideration is to asseés a tax on 
the sale or rental of all patent protected 
articles. In speaking of the matter to- 
day one of the officials spoke of the tele- 
phone companies in this connection, and 
at the same time said there were many 
inventions producing an enormous profit 
which could well stand a revenue tax. 
It probably will be suggested to congress 
that express and telegraph companies in 
the money exchange business be required 
to pay an annual tax for the privilege. 
Although they now pay a tax on re- 
and telegrams, respectively, it Is 
pointed out that bankers are required to 
pay a yearly tax of $50, which tis regard- 
against them.

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ARGUED AGAINST INGREASE 


Of Assessments of Railroads by Ral- 
eigh Commission. 


Raleigh, N. ¢., July 13.—(Special.)—At 
the session of the corporation commis- 
sion today leading officials of the Atlan- 
tie Coast. Line, Southern and Seaboard 
Alr-Line railways and their attorneys, 
made arguments against the increase of 
assessed values, claiming that there was 
a gross discrimination against railways. 
They declared that while railway prop- 
erty is assessed in North Carolina at 100 
per cent, other property is assessed at 
only 60 per cent, and that in some coun- 
ties railways pay half the taxes, It was 
also set forth that the Atlantic and 
Yadkin (formerly the Cape Fear and 
Yadkin), recently bought by the Atlantic 
Coast Line and Southern, was assessed 
at its purchase price. It is regarded az 
quite probable that the commission wil! 
reduce the assessment of the Atlantic 
and Yadkin. 

The Atlantic and Danville and the At- 
lantic and North Carolina railways ask 
for a reduction of assessment, as do also 
the Postal and Western Union Telegraph 
companies. The postal assessment may 
be reduced. Governor Russell had coun- 
sel who antagonized any reduction as to 
telegraph companies. The governor's 
counsel at first said he represented the 
governor as to railways, but later stated 
that he was mistaken, after he thad gone 
to see the governor. 

It was learned today that the govern- 
or had appointed J. 8. Armstrong, presi- 
dent of the Atlantic National bank, at 
Wilmington, president of the North Car- 
Olina railway, to succeed R. M. Nee- 
ment, and that he had appointed Law- 
rence 8. Holt and Augustus W. Graham, 
directors to succeed Norment and A. C. 
Avery. The state owns $3,000,000 stock 
in this road. 


Volksraad Gives Quick Action. 


Pretoria, July 13.—The volksraad today 
adopted the preamble of the franchise 
law, which declares the necessity exists 
for the immediate adoption of the law, 
thus avoiding the three months’ pre- 
vious publication required by the consti-’ 
tution. The discussion of the articles of 
the law is now in progress.

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and respect by all who know him. When 
he takes position on any question of a 
public or political nature all accord to 
him absolute sincerity, and none doubt 
that he is actuated by principle and 
conviction. 

Mr. Hill has always been an enthusias- 
tic prohibitionist; he is regarded as the 
leader of prohibition in Georgia, with 
him it is an abiding principle, a deep 
conviction. He has. delivered eloquent 
and interesting temperance addresses all 
over Georgia and in vther states. Mr. 
Hil} has for years voted for prohibition 
candidates in national, state and other 
elections and has not been identified with 
either of the two great political parties 
of the United States. He has always de- 
@lined to accept political offices. His 
name was mentioned for governor and 
other offices in the third party, but he 
would not accept. He has never sougnt 
political preferment and his election as 
chancellor of the State university can 
have no political significance whatever.

It is doubtful if Mr. Hill has a 
personal enemy in the world and it is be- 
lieved that under his administration the 
State university will recover al] of its 
old time glory, popularity and prestige. 

When the news of Mr. Hill's election 
Was received in Macon this evening mul- 
titudes of friends called at his office .o 
congratulate him, the university and the 
state of Georgia. Last Friday night Mr. 
Hil] received his first intimation that his 
name was ‘being considered in connection 
with the chancellorship. Mr. Washington 
Dessau, Macon’s we!l-known lawyer and 
a classmate of ‘Mr. Hill at Athens, sug- 
gested the matter to Mr. Hil] and urged 
his name to go before the trustees. The 
suggestion of Mr. Dessau’s was a com- 
plete surprise to Mr. Hill. They went 
over the whole ground toge'her in 
several interviews and finally Mr. Hill 
consented to allow the use of his name 
and assured his friend that he would ac- 
cept if elected. 

Mr. Dessau brought the matter to the 
attention of Senator Bacon and others 
and the movement, thus so quietiy began, 
resulted today in the unanimous election 
of ‘Mr. ‘Hill.

THREE CENTURIES OF 
FRENCH LITERATURE, 


(Concluded.) 
xX. ROUSSEAU. 


Rousseau having manifested his tnten- 
tion of becoming a Catholic, Mme. de 
Warens sent him to Turin to be instruct- 
ed. Several years later he returned to 
the Calvinistic faith and was formally re- 
admitted among the citizens of Geneva. 
His life at Turin was one of perpetual 
change. One day he was on the verge 
of starvation, another day he was sec- 
retary, or rather lackey, of an old lady, 
then he entered the service of a noble- 
man, who treated him most kindly and 
whose son gave him Latin les®ns. He 
had the best prospects of auccess in life, 
when he suddenly neglected his work, 
was dismissed by his patrons and went 
with one of his Genevese countrymen, 
imagining that he could earn his living 
by giving exhibitions of a toy fountain 
in the villages. In 1729 he :eturned to 
Mme. de Warens, who did all in her pow~- 
er to help him. She sent him to a sem- 
inary to study for the priesthood, but he 
was declared unfit for that calling, and 
then she had music lessons given him. 
On his return from Lyons he found to his 
dismay that his benefactress had gone to 
Paris, 

During her absence Rousseau led the 
life of a vagabond, going from one place 
to another. teaching music without know- 
ing it and learning it by dint of teach- 
ing, interpreter to a Greek arcl#@mandrite, 
living from charity, sleeping in the pub- 
lic squares at Lyons, and finally reach- 
ing Chamberi, where Mme, de Warens had 
established her residence. Now we come 
to the most happy period in Rousseau’s 
life. At a short distance from Chamberi 
are “Les Charmettes,’’ which Mme. de 
Warens and her protege have ven.lered 
immortal and to which are attracted all 
who have been captivated by the wonder- 
ful style and the many grand thoughts 
of the author of ‘‘Emile.”” There Rous- 
seau studied nature as well as science 
and literature, there he lived happiiy with 
a woman whom he adored and who seems 
to have ennobled his soul by her gentle- 
ness and devotion. Unfortunately, having 
gone to Montpelier to be treated for an 
imaginary disease, he found on his return 
that Mme. de Warens had taken another 
companion. He left her and became the 
preceptor to two boys. Let us note here 
that Rousseau, the theoretic educator, 
proved to be a very poor teacher. He was 
too nervous, too visionary and he says he 
felt like killing his pupils when they did 
not behave. 

We next find Rousseau in Paris, where 
he had gone to introduce a method which 
he had invented for the notation of music 
by numbers. Although he had §ttle suc- 
cess in his method, his journey was of 
service to him, as he was thrown in con- 
tact with people of influence and soon 
obtained the secretaryship to the French 
ambassador to Venice. In that city he 
took a greater passion still jor music, 
and on his return to France we see him 
opposed to French music and producing 
his charming opera, ‘“‘Le % vin du Vil- 
lage’ (‘The Village Oracle” This work 
was played before the eal and had the 
greatest success. Louis XV desired to see 
the author, but Rousseau declined the 
invitation. The pretext which he gave 
is not good, and we can only account for 
his conduct by the fact that his charac- 
ter was becoming morose, unsociable and 
most strange. It was at this time that 
he met Therese Levasseur, with whom he 
lived to the end of his life. She was a 
serving woman at the boarding house 
where he took his meals, was completely 
illiterate and nearly stupid. She seemed 
to have had some qualities, and her hus- 
band. as he finally called himsclf, might 
have been happy with her if ihere had 
not stood between them the forms of five 
little children absent from the family 
hearth. For children were born to The- 
rese and yet she was chillless! The vn- 
natural father had sent the poor babes at 
their birth to the foundling asylum, and 
neither he nor the mother ever knew 
what had become of them. In his *‘Con- 
fessions’’ Rousseau blames nimself for 
abandoning the children, vut tries, never- 
theless, to give some excuses for his con- 
duct. In order to appreciate “lumile’ we 
must endeavor to forget Rousseau’s utter 
lack of paternal feeling, for otherwise his 
character appears to us 60 repulsive that 
we cannot see the beauties of his book. 

It was only at the age of thirty-seven 
that Rousseau became a celebrated lit- 
erary man, for his ‘“‘Village Oracle’’ was 
produced after his famous discourses. 
The Academy of Dijon gave as a subject 
for a prize essay: ‘‘Has the Restoration 
of the Sciences Contributed ‘to Purify 
or to Corrupt Morals?’ Rousseau took 
the pessimistic side of the question and 
attacked with unsurpassed eloquence the 
society of his time and civilization itself. 
Three years later he wrote for the acad- 
emy another fiery essay on the subject: 
“What Is the Origin of Inequality Among 
Men. and Is It Authorized by Natural 
Law?’ He won the prize for the first 
essay, but the second did not meet with 
the same success with the judges of the 
contest. Both discourses, however, made 
him celebrated and threw him with the 
greatest people of the time. He filled an 
office at M. de Fraucelil’s, but he suddenly 
left his patron and determined to earn his 
living by copying music by the page. 
He took refuge in Mme. d’Epinay’s house 
in the country, wishing to live for the 
study of nature only, and yet compelled 
by an irresistible impulse to write for 
the world ‘‘La Nouvelle Heloise,’’ ‘Le 
Contra Social’’ and “Emile.” 

While at Mme. d’Epiay’s hermitage 
Rousseau fell madly in love with Mme. 
d’Houdetot, who in her turn loved Saint- 
Lambert, the soldier poet. The hermit, 
the reformer of mankind, wus thrown 
into paroxysms of grief, and his imagina- 
tion was filled with visions cf love. His 
sensual nature complete!y mustered him, 
and he threw upon paper the passionate 
letters of. Julie and Saint Preux in **La 
Nouvelle Heloise.’ This work had en im- 
mense success, for the style is entrancing 
and the story is interesting and pathetic, 
but in spite of what the author says, it 
is an immoral dook ard more dangerous 
than many coarse and obscene éetcries. 
Of his three zreat books ‘The Sccial 
Contract” exerted ayter a few years the 
greatest influence in the eightevath cen- 
tury. It became the gospel of the men 
of the revolution, and certainly hastened 
the great outbreak against tyranny. It 
is. however, very utoman in iis charac- 
ter and is now svarcely read. ‘mile’ 
is the most enduring of Rovsseau’s 
works. There are many paraduyes and 
utopian ideas {n che book, but :t dere: ves 
the careful attention of all eslucaters. It 
has one great quality—'< leads vs to 
think~—and it has inspired to a reat ex- 
tent subsequent works on education. 

Rousseau went from the Hermitage to 
Montmorency, but in order to excap e@ Ler- 
secution, after the plication of ‘Ton fie,” 
he wandered from Yoerdun tu Neuchatel, 
then to the ‘sland of St, leter, sn the 
Lake of Bienne; then to Ww ooton, in Der- 
pyshire, where he av eepted che nespitality 
of Hume, the nistorian. llc s90u Quar- 
reled with his protector and ret. ned to 
France, where »o one molesie:! him.

Rousseau was the direct !nspirer of the 
men who made the French revelution. 
His fervid declamation avout equality end 
brotherhood, and his sentimental repub- 
licanism, were seed as well suited to the 
soll in which they were sown-as Mon- 
tesquieu’s reasoned constitutionalism was 
unsuited to it. Rousseau, indeed, if the 
proof of the excellence of preaching is 
in the practice of the hearers, was the 
Sreatest preacher of the century. He 
denounced the practice of putting infants 
out to nurse and mothers began to suckle 
their own children; he rece @mended in- 
6truction in useful arts, and many an 
emigre noble had to thank Rousseau for 
being able to earn his bread in exile; he 
denounced speculative atheis@i, urging the 
undogmatic but emotional creed, and the 
first wave of the religious reaction was 
culminate in the Catholic 
movement of Chateaubriand and Lamen- 
nais. But in literature itself his influence 
was quite as powerful. He was not, in- 
deed, the founder of the school of analy- 
6is of feeling in the novel, but he was the 
popularizer of it. He was almost the 
founder of sentimentalism in general lit- 
erature, and he was absolutely the first 
to make word painting of nature an al- 
most indispensable element of all imagin- 
ative and fictitious writing both in prose 
and poetry.—Saintsbury.

Rousseau was essentially an idealist, 
but an idealist whose dreams and visions 
were inspired by the play of his sensibility 
upon his intellect and imagination, and 
therefore he was the least impersonal of 
thinkers. Generous of heart, he was filled 
with bitter suspicions; inordinately proud, 
he nursed his pride amid sordid reali- 
ties; cherishing ideals of purity and in- 
nocence, he sank deep in the mire of 
imaginative sensuality; effeminate, he 
was also indomitable; an uncompromising 
optimist, he saw the whole world lying 
in wickedness; a passionate lover of free- 
dom, he aimed at establishing the most 
unqualified tyrannies; among the devout 
he was a free-thinker, among the rhiloso- 
phers he was the sentimentalist of theop- 
athy. He stands apart from his contem- 
they did homage to the under- 
was the devotee of the 
heart; they. belonged. to a brilliant so- 
ciety: he was elated, suffered, brooded, 
dreamed in solitude; they were aristocrat- 
ic, at least by virtue of the intellect- 
ual culture which they represented; he 
was plebelan in his origin and popular 
in his sympathies. He. became a great 
writer comparatively late in life, under 
the compulsion of a ruling idea which 
lies at the center of all his more impor- 
tant works, excepting such as are apolo- 
getic and autobiographical, Nature has 
made him evil and miserable. Are we, 
then, to return to a state of primitive 
savagery? No; society cannot retrograde. 
But in many ways we can ameliorate hu- 
man life by approximating to a natural 
condition.—Edward Dowden. 


Jean Jacques Rousseau was a writer 
who marched under none of the recog- 
nized banners of the day. The encyclo- 


standing; he 


{ pedists had flattered themselves that they 


had tuned the opinion of all Europe to 
their philosophical strain, when suddenly 
they heard his discordant note. Without 
family, without friends, without home, 
wandering from place to place, from one 
condition in life to another, he conceived 
a species of revolt against society, and a 
feeling of bitterness against those civil 
organizations in which he could never find 
a suitable place. He combated the athe- 
ism and contempt for moral virtue, for 
pure deism was his creed. He believed 
in a supreme being, a future state and 
the excellence of virtue, but, denying all 
revealed religion, he would have man ad- 
vance in the paths of virtue, freely and 
proudly, from love of virtue itself, and 
not from any sense of duty or obliza- 
tion.—Botta. 

Others have left works more pertect, 
and above all more beneficent, but [ do 
not believe that in the whole history of 
literature there exists the man whose in- 
fluence has been eo decisive. so far- 
reaching and upon whom itso difficult 
to form a fair judgment. Measured from 
the point of view of today, this influence 
seems disproportioned to the genius 
which exercised it and to the value of 
the works of that genius. But the most 
perfect works do not necessarily count 


the most. and the keenest criticism can- 
not always explain the mysterious aflini- 
ties of genius, of thought and of morals. 


It has been questioned whether this in- 


fluence, the extent and duration of which 
are incontestable, has been a salutary 
one. We are not now to consider tliio. 
An alluring, an irresistible guide, Rous- 
seau has not been an infallible one. Many 
have gone astray in following him. If he 
had a kind and feeling heart, he had not 
less a faulty intellect, and his paradox- 
es often paralyzed his good intention. 
The ability with which he followed them 
to their extreme conclusion, like the elo- 
quence he employed in their service only 
served to render them more dangerous. 
Therefore in penetrating so deeply the 
consciousness of the generations that foli- 
lowed him. Rousseau's thoughts have 
drawn upon them many ills. They have in- 
volved them in many gropings and er- 
rors, in many delusive visions and suf- 
ferings.—Edouard Rod.

‘Any person who makes, mends, dec- 
signs or sets up or who has in his custody 
or concealed about his person any tom, 
false key, lock-pick, bit, nipp@s, fuse, 
force-screw, punvh, drm, jimmy, bit or 
any material, implement, instrument orf 
any other mechanical device whatever 
adapted, designed or commonly used for 
breakine into any vault, safe, railroad 
car, boat, vessel, warehouse, store, shop, 
oftice, dwelling house or door, shutter or 
window of a building of any kind shall 
be guilty of a felony and upon conviction 
shall be punished by imprisonment in the 
penitentiary for not less than two years 
nor more than ten years.’ 

‘Therefore, be it resolved, That the va- 
rious members of this organization pledge 
themselves to use thelr best endeavors to 
secure the paseage cf a similar law for 
the state of Georgia at the next session 
of the legislature.”’

American officials have 
been given a hint to maintain peace, 
and there has been no increase of 
Our military force in Alaska. 

‘There is an understanding between 
the United States and Great Britain 
that the Dominion officials should not 
attempt to enforee Canadian regula- 
tions or make an effort to collect cus- 
toms in the territory under dispute. 
But how is this understanding to be 
maintained if the settlement of the dis- 
pute is indefinitely postponed, as now 
seems likely. It is worthy of note 
that each time the administration has 
supposed the matter was on the point 
of definite adjustment, the British rep- 
resentatives have allowed Canadian 
claims to interpose. Though these rep- 
resentatives are British and not Cana- 
dian, they claim to be speaking, not 
for their own government but for Can- 
ada as a sort of trustee. The result of 
this is to create a queer status for the 
dispute; the negotiations of the Uniteae 
States are In the air, there being no 
responsible government with whom to 
arrive at definite conclusions. 

This naturally adds to the acuteness 
of the situation and it is understood 
in Washington that the British foreign 
office has served notice on Canada that 
the present conditions cannot contin- 
ue, and that the Canadia officials, in 
order to prevent bloodshed, must re- 
frain from exercising the authority to 
which they lay claim. 

We presume, of course, that the mat- 
ter will reach a final and a peaceful 
settlement, but it would be little less 
than horrifving to Joe Choate and 
others of the brethren if the two na- 
tions which were recently engaged in 
hugging and kissing in a frenzy of 
love and devotion should presently be 
engaged in pummeling each other.

it contains. There is not in the state 
of Georgia a more complete local news- 
paper than The Marietta Journal; nor 
is there one which yields a wider jin- 
fluence. 

‘The lesson in the success of The Ma- 
rietta Journal is one which could be 
studied with profit by all publish- 
ers of weekly newspapers. lt is too 
common to hear publishers complain 
of inroads made upon their circulation 
by weeklies printed in the large cities. 
When the local newspaper is nothing 
more than a reprint got out by a 
newspaper agency, there is no doubt 
that the country subscriber has 
the right of choice as to where he will 
get such literary matter. Newspapers 
of this class fail to fill the field which 
they claim, and are simply local in 
the matter of a date line. When the 
farmer in Cobb county, for instance, 
picks up The Marietta Journal, he finds 
that there is a paper published in his 
county which covers a field inaccessi- 
ble to the city weekly. It deals of mat- 
ters which are of the utmost personal 
interest to himself, and while he may 
take the city weekly, he at the same 
time cannot afford to be without his 
county newspaper. Its presence in 
his house is a necessity as well as a 
pleasure. 

The local newspaper is one which 
should take its locality for its world 
and itg county, municipal and local in- 
dustrial developments for its constant 
field of discussion. It should deal with 
matters which affect the home and the 
persons of the people for whom it is 
printed; it should be a reflex of their 
activity and zeal and character. 

Nothing is more true than that the 
culture and the enterprise of a county 
can be judged by the local newspaper 
which is printed within it.

Wrapped up in the Dreyfus casé and 
very intimately connected with all its 
details, is a royalist conspiracy which 
has for its object the overturning of 
the I‘rench republic, It is impossible 
to entertain a very high feeling of 
respect for a republic which is prac- 
tically overshadowed by the army and 
which, in the nature of things, depends 
largely on the army for its existence. 
It would be junjust, of course, to con- 
demn the republic or to deride it on 
this account. It only partially rep- 
resents the aspirations of the French 
people. Their environment is such 
that they cannot carry out the ideals 
of such men as Lafayette and Thiers. 
Yet it must never be forgotten that 
the seed from which the tree of Amer- 
ica’s liberty has sprung were first 
planted in France. 

The army, ag matters stand, is a 
necessary evil. It is made necessary 
by the conditions which gurround 
France. The officers of this same army 
are responsible for the unspeakable 
crimes perpetrated against Dreyfus. 
That story, in a nutshell, is that some 
of the officers high in command were 
furnishing Esterhazy with informa- 
tion which he sold to foreign military 
attaches for round sums. This money 
was clear profit to all concerned, but 
the commerce in secret information 
reached a point where the discovery of 
its existence was made by one of the 
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| officers of the genera] staff, Colonel 


Picquart. 

Then it became necessary for the 
high officials to find a scapegoat for 
their too] Esterhazy, and Dreyfus was 
selected as the victim. He had no in- 
fluential connection, and he was a Jew; 
the combination seemed complete, By 
means of a series of bold forgeries and 
perjuries, the crime of Esterhazy was 
fastened on him, his uniform was take 
from him and he was banished to 
Devil’s island for life. 

Those who believed in the .man’s 
innocence set themselves to work to 
establish it, and the most trifling 
events have seemed to play into their 
hands. They have been so successful, 
indeed, that the whole course of pub- 
lic opinion in France has changed. 
Zola, who was brought to trial and 
convicted for declaring the condemna- 
tion of Dreyfus to be an outrage, was 
compelled to leave Irance. He has 
now returned and the change in public 
opinion has been so great as to make 
him a hero for proclaiming the inno- 
cence of a man who is now known to 
be innocent. 

In this plot the hands of the royal- 
ists, the enemies of the republic, are 
to be seen from the first. This element 
is well represented among the officers 
of the army, and it loses no opportuni- 
ty to weaken the republic and bring it 
into disrepute. The royalist officers 
were selling France’s secrets to Ger- 
many, and Italy, and Russia, and the 
rovalist party has made itself conspic- 
uous by denouncing Dreyfus as a 
traitor. 

The selection of Loubet as president 
of France after the death of I aure 
seems to have been a providentia] oc- 
currence. Loubet is a plain man with 
no nonsense about him, a believer in 
the people, and a genuine believer in 
the republic. It is fortunate for 
France that such a man was at hand in 
the emergency which followed Faure’s 
death. The rovalist conspiracy, which 
had been brewing, and which was pre- 
paring to overthrow the republic, pos- 
sibly with the assistance of Faure 
himself, was seriously interfered with 
by Loubet’s election, but the plans 
of those engaged in it were so nearly 
ripe that they resolved to make one 
desperate effort. The outcome of it 
was the attack on President Loubet, 
in which Anna Gould’s husband made 
himself conspicuous. 

The government inquiry into this 
attack has revealed features that are 
at once sensational and laughable. 
Boni Castellane, who is openly de- 
scribed as a scalawag of the most ap- 
proved type, freely used Jay Gould’s 
money to make the attack on Loubet 
a success, He paid $10,000 for the 
support of the duke of Orleans, and the 
correspondent who chronicles the af- 
fair says it is “the first time in his- 
tory that American gold has been used 
for s0 base a purpose as to overthrow 
a republic.” It igs said that French 
society of the better sort regards the 
Castellanes as parvenus, and this is 
Boni’s method of attracting atten- 
tion. 

They are a lovely crowd, these 
French royalists, with the blood of 
centuries on their hands. Let us hope 
that the republic will outlive them. 

The Work of a Contemporary. 

The Constitution takes special pleas- 
ure in recognizing the part which The 
Macon Teelgraph took in the bringing 
about of the recent wheat convention

The only salvation for the people of 
our state is in developing our varied 
resources. With a soil and a climate 
capable of almost any production our 
people have become the slaves of the 
single crop as well ag the serfs of the 
men in the west who raise the bread- 
stuffs. Some months ago when the dis- 
cussion of this matter was at its 
height The Macon Telegraph took a 
leading part, and by offering prizes 
for the production of wheat, largely 
stimulated that industry. The impetus 
thus given to a movement which was 
imminent from the necessities of the 
people had a controlling effect, and 


' when the convention met in the city 


of Macon it marked anewera in the 
work of development in Georgia. 

It was a high compliment when that 
convention called Mr. C, R. Pendleton, 
the editor of The Telegraph, before it; 
but the compliment was deserved, be- 
cause Mr. Pendleton’s work was of 
that kind which brings about results 
and which should be recognized. 

The lesson of this convention is one 
which we would commend to our 
friends of the press throughout the 
state. We are too much given to the 
discussion of politics and to watch- 
ing events at a distance, while neglect- 
ing those more important matters 
which concern our own homes, What 
The Macon Telegraph did in taking 
up and championing an industrial ques- 
tion could be duplicated by every news- 
paper in the state of Georgia. 

The true mission of the press is to 
lead and direct. The farmers of the 
state scattered abroad in the seclu- 
sion of their acres do not have the 
opportunity for consultation and com- 
mon movement which is possible to 
people in other lines of business. The 
newspaper press alone furnishes the 
key by which this problem may be un- 
locked. By taking up questions of ag- 
riculture and of industrial economy 
and discussing them intelligently and 
practically, they can give to the farm- 
ers of the country that common im- 
pulse which will move them to act as 
one man and to follow out a given pol- 
icy when it becomes necessary to do so. 

We congratulate The Macon Tele- 
graph on the start which it has made 
and hope to see its example followed 
by many other newspapers.

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ANNUAL IMPORTS AND EXPORTS 


Statement Showing the Work for the 
Past Year Presented. 
Washington, July 13.—A statement of 
the imports and exports of the United 
States shows that for the year the total 
imports of merchandise amounted to 
$697,077,388, of which over $300,000,000 was 

free of duty. 

For the year the exports of domestic 
merchandise amounted to $1,227,433,426, 
which is a decrease from last year of 
$4,038,905. For the year the imports of 
gold amounted to $88,954,603 and the ex- 
ports to $37,522,086. 

The chief reduction In the value of ex- 
ports during the year is in grala, of 
which the supply abroad in 189 was 
unusual, causing high prices as we.l as 
a greater demand for the products of the 
grain fields of the United States, the 
average price per bushel of wheat e€x- 
ported in the fiscal year 1898 being 3.30 
cents against an average of 74.77 cents 
in the fiscal year just ended. The re- 
duction in exportations of grains ‘s 
chiefly in price, the quantity of wheat 
exported being but about 10,000,000 bushels 
less than that of last year. Indeel, the 
reduction in wheat exports is mure than 
offset by the increased exports of flour, 
of which the exports of 1899 are about 
3,000,000 barrels in excess of those of last 
year, this increase more than equaling 
the reduction in the quantity of wheat 
exported. 

Corn shows a considerable reduction In 
quantity of exports, the number of bush- 
els for 1899 being about 34,000,000 below 
that of 1898, when our corn experts were 
abnormally large beause of the snortage 
in other breadstuffs abroad. 

There has also been a reduction of 
about $20,000,000 in value of the exports of 
cotton, also due largely to the reduction 
in prices, the average price per pound 
of cotton exported in 1898 being 5.98 cents 
and in 1899 5.55 cents. The decrease 4An 
value of exports of breadstuffs and cot- 
ton is thus nearly made up by the in- 
ereased exports of manufactured articles, 
which seem likely to amount to $335,000,000 
in the fiscal year 1899 as against $290,697,554 
in 1898, an increase of about $45,000,000,

Bishop Millspaugh, of the Episcopal 
diocese of Kansas, has been called upon 
to try Rev. Mr. von MGHerlick, of 8:

Cavaliers wear helmets of the legionaries 
and of the hoplites. Their plumes fright- 
ened Astyanax, Hector’s child, in its 
nurse's arms.

This new review is printed on heavy 
paper, with wide, uncut margins.

His Testimony Disclosed Many Inter- 
esting Bits of Street Car History

SAYS ATKINSON IS BEHIND IT

Mr. Hurt and Mr. Atkinson Once 
Tossed a Coin To Decide Which 
Should Buy the Other Out. 
Interesting Develop- 
ments Expected. 


The first day's hearing in th, case of 
the state of Georgia vs. the Atlanta Con- 
solidated Street Railway Company. et al., 
before Commissioner Mark McCord yes- 
terday, developed some facts of reas in- 
terest relative to the street railway fight 
now being waged in Atlanta, Although 
this hearing is merely for the purpose of 
securing the evidence, so that 
submitted to 


it can be 
Candler when the 
case is tried, yet the fight is now on and 
promises to be one of the liveliest ever 
known in local financial circles. 

Joel Hurt, president of the Trust Com- 
pany of Georgia, and ex-president of the 
Atlanta Consolidated Street Railway 
Company, was the only witness put on 
the stand yesterday, and the only wit- 
néss presented by the state. It took al- 
most the entire day to examine him, and

his testimony brought to light several 
interesting bits of Atlanta street car his- 
tory. The state is seeking to prevent the 
consolidation of the Atlanta Railway 
the Consolidated 
Company, 


Company and Street 


under what is now 
known as the Atlanta Railway and Pow- 
er Company. The defense meets the bill 
with the «tatement that there is no such 
consolidation, and that the companies 
do not at present know that there will be 
such. Mr. Hurt acknowledged that ft 
was onee the intention of the Consolidat- 
ed to bring about such a consolidation, 
but denies most emphatically that such 
has ever been done. 

The defense lays much stress on the 
old consolidation of Atlanta lines in 1891, 
when the Atlanta Consolidated company 
was formed. It was brought out how the 
street car service of the city had been 
greatly improved on account of this deal, 
and it was claimed by Mr. Hurt that 
the combination of the two big systems 
of the present: would also result in great 
benefit to the traveling public. 

Toss Up for the Deal. 

Mr. Hurt also made an interesting 
statement about alleged overtures made 
by H. M. Atkinson, of the Georgia Elec- 
tric Light Company, to either sell his 
properties in Atlanta or buy the ones in 
which Mr. Hurt was interested. Mr. Hurt 
intimated that Mr. Atkinson was very 
much disgruntled because he was not on 
the inside of the big deal the Trust Com- 
pany had made, and that one day in or- 
der to test Mr. Atkinson's sincerety in 
the matter. he had offered to toss up a 
coin with Mr. Atkinson with the under- 
standing that if it were ‘‘heads’’ Mr. At- 
kinson was to purchase the Consolidated 
lines in Atlanta at an expert’s valua- 
tion, and that if it were “‘tails’’ Mr. Hurt 
was to buy Mr. Atkinson’s electric light- 
ing plant on the same basis. 

The coin was tossed, and heads won. 
Mr. Hurt stated. however, that Mr. At- 
kinson then refused to carry out the con- 
tract. This announcement created much 
mérriment in the commissioner’s room. 
In opening the case the counsel for the 
defense announced it would not deny 
that the Trust Company of Georgia had 
purchased all the stocks and bonds of 
the Atlanta Railway Company and the 
Consolidated and the attorneys stated 
they would attempt to show that while 
nominally the injunction sutt had been 
brought in the ndme of the state and 
citizens of Richardson street, yet that 
the Georgia Electric Light Company was 
really behind the movement. 

The defense will begin the introduction 
of its evidence this morning, and judg- 
ing from the long string of witnesses 
summoned. it will take several days to 
complete it. The defense has summoned 
the following: O. S. Nunnally, F. P.

The Hearing Begins. 

The hearing before Commissioner Mc- 

Cord began at 9:30 o'clock yesterday

His 
opinion was based on the success of sim- 
ilar deals that had been consummated 
in Atlanta before, 

Mr. Hurt was asked whether he had 
testified that the properties of the At- 
lanta Railway Company were worth 
$300,000 in the case of the Old Colony 
Trust Company vs. the Consolidated and 
the Atlanta Railway Company, in the 
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ment changing its name in July, 1899, 
were presented. The state had served 
various notices on the defendant compa- 
nies to produce certain facts from their 
minute books and all the companies made 
answer. E. Woodruff, president of the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company, 
in response to the notice given him, 
said: 

“There was not at the time of service 
of said notice and is not now in his 
power, custody, possession or control, 
anything on the minutes of said compa- 
nies or either of them ,and there was 
not at the time of said service and Is not 
now in the possession, power, custody or 
control of deponent any paper, contract 
or agreement relating to the purchase of 
all or any part of the stocks, bonds, 
property, rights or franchises of the At- 
lanta Railway Company.” 

The state had made a demand on the 
Atlanta Railway Company to show the 
minutes on its books where it had agreed 
to sell out. Mr. .Woodruff, president, 
replied that there was no such agreement 
on the minutes. 

In response to the demand made on it, 
the trust company submitted fifty-six 
checks drawn on the Lowry Banking 
‘Company of Atlanta for stock of the 
Consolidated and the Atlanta Railway 
companies. There was also presented the 
stub of a check on the Mercantile Trust 
and Deposit Company, of Baltimore, in 
favor of C. R. Spence in payment for 
6,490 shares of stock in the Consolidated 
for $486,750. 

Testimony of Mr. Hurt. 


Mr. Hurt took the stand shortly after 
10 o'clock. He was questioned by Mr. 
Brown and stated he was president of 
the Trust Company of Georgia: that Mr. 
Woodruff was the yice president, and 
that himself, Mr. Woodruff, Porter King, 
R. J. Lowry, Joseph Hirsch, Litt Blood- 
worth, Jr., St. J. Revenel, J. C. Kirk- 
patrick, Dr. C. D. Hurt, George Winship, 
D. O. Dougherty, H. E. W. Palmer, J. 
CC, Johnson and J. Carroll Payne were 
the directors. : 

The witness could not remember the 
date of the election of these officers, 
nor did he Know the officers of the At- 
lanta railway Company. He acknowl- 
edged that the Trust Company had 
bought the stocks and bonds of the At- 
lanta Railway Company, claiming the 
trust company had done so for third 
parties. Mr. Brown wanted to know 
what had Leen paid for these stocks and 
bonds, and Mr. Hurt positively refused 
to answer, stating he did not think that 
was a matter Mr. Brown had anything 
to do with. 

Mr. King made a speech at this junct- 
ure stating it was not the province of 
the commissioner to go into the private 
financial dealings of any company and 
have it published to the world. He also 
stated that while the suit had been 
brought in the name of the state and 
Richardson street citizens, that the op- 
position electric. Hght company in the 
city was behind the move. He stated 
he would prove this in course of time. 

Mr. Brown vigorously denied this 
charge. He stated he and his associates 
were not interested in any electric light 
fight, and that they were merely repre- 
senting the interests set forth in their bill. 
It was agreed that the objection should 
be entered in the records, togther with 
the question which Mr. Hurt did not 
answer. 

Mr. Hurt Gives Some Figures. 

Mr. Hurt further stated in this testi- 
mony that the Atlanta Railway Compa- 
ny had $300,000 of bonds and $300,000 of 
stock: that the Consolidated had $2,500,- 
000 of stock, and the same amount of 


bonds. 
Mr. Hurt stated he did not know posi- 


tively whether the management of the | 


two old companies had been merged in 
the same. He was not certain whether 
the president of the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company was the president of the 
Atlanta Railway Company. He was 
merely a director of the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power Company, and ‘had not 
kept up closely with the affairs of the 
Atlanta railway. 

The witness did not know whether the 
two lines were being operated as one. 
He had seen conductors of one line run- 
ning on the other, but that was as far 
as his knowledge went. 

Mr. Brown asked the witness especial- 
ly if there had been any effort on the 
part of the Trust company to combine 
the interests of the Consolidated and the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company. 

“There was a plan to *consolidate the 
same under one management,” replied 
Mr. Hurt, “if the same could be done 
satisfactorily and without objection.” 

Mr. Hurt afterwards explagied that 
he meant Ly this if the consolidation 
could have been done legally. 


Oli Interview Is Sprung. 
The state presented an interview which 
appeared in The Atlanta Journal of April 
24th, in which Mr, Hurt was quoted as 
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United States eourt, some time ago. He 
stated he had made an affidavit. on that 
occasion, if he remembered correctly, and 
that the records would speak for them- 
selves. 

On the cross-examination Mr. Hurt 
stated the trust company had purchased 
all the stock and bonds of the Atlanta 
Railway Company, but had not purchased 
any of the bonds of the Consolidated, 
Mr. Hurt then gave a history of the 
consolidation of the street ear lines in 
1891, stating the deal had been «ffected 
by a special act of the legislature intro- 
duced for this purpose. He said the con- 
solidation had resulted in better service 
for the traveling public, in that it was 
not allowed a cross-town system, ond in 
many other ways. 

The witness stated this combination 
not injured competition, but that 
street car mileage in Atlanta had been 
materially increased si and that old 
mules and dummies had been supplanted 
by electricity.

Mr. King asked Mr. Hurt if he knew 
Mr. Atkinson, president of the Georgia 
Klectric Light Company, and the reply 
was in the affirmative. He had conferred 
with Mr. Atkinson during the past month 
relative to a consolidation of the Consol- 
idated and the Atlanta Railway compa- 
nies, witness at that .ime having an cp- 
tion on the Atlanta Railway Company. 

Mr. Hurt had told Mr. Atkinson 
fect the consolidation if he could. Mr. 
Atkinson's object, the witness said, was 
to combine the street railway comp.inies 
with the Georgia Electric Light Com- 
pany, and if possible make a profit out 
of the deal. Mr. Atkinson had gone north 
three times with the view of getting the 
money to materialize the plan, and Mr. 
Hurt had learned that Mr. Atkinson had 
placed the valuation of his plant at $1,170,- 
000. The witness stated he thought Mr. 
Atkinson had told him the plant had 
cost $900,000. It was Mr. Atkinson's plan 
to issue $6,000,000 of bonds and $6,900,000 
of stock on the Consolidated interests. 

Mr. Hurt stated that it was the tacit 
agreement with Mr. Atkinson on his last 
trip north that if he should fail Mr. 
Hurt should have an option on Mr. At- 
kinson’s interests in the Georgia Electric 
Light Company for $75,000. Mr. Hurt 
stated Mr. Atkinson failed in nis ‘as? 
trip north, and that he backed out of 
the agreement on the grounds that Mr. 
Hurt had wired him the executive com- 
mittee of the trust company had failed 
to ratify the agreement. 

After Mr. Hurt had arranged to buy 
the Atlanta Railway Company Mr. Atkin- 
son had offered to put in his plant fer 
$1,169,000, stating to Mr. Hurt at the time 
that the trust company could well afford 
to pay $2,000,000 for the plant, as the 
Georgia company would sell to the city 
lights for nothing before it would sur- 
render the contract. 

Mr. Atkinson had said 
the lighting plant were worth millions, 
and that they could well afford to 
a few hundred thousand in competition. 

It was then that Mr. Hurt, in order to 
test the sincerity of Mr. Atkinson, agreed 
to the ‘‘toss up” game in which Mr. 
Atkinson, Mr. Hurt stated, refused to 
abide by his agreement. 

Went with Collins Park Line. 

Mr. Hurt then stated that after 
Negotiations with Mr. Atkinson 
failed to materialize, the latter had ac- 
quired a large interest in the Collins 
Park and Belt Railroad Company, being 
elected its secretary and treasurer. He 
also spoke of the applications of this 
company presented to the city council 
and the county board for franchises, and 
referred to the similar applications of 
Edwin P. Ansley. 

Mr. Hurt also mentioned the opposition 
to the plan of the Atlanta Railway Com- 
pany to take up its Richardson street 
tracks, stating that one of the leaders 
of the opposition was Morris Brandon, 
attorney for the Collins Park and Belt 
line, and brother-in-law of J. R. Gray, 
representing the state in the present iitl- 
gation. The witness laid much stress on 
the point that many of the Richardson 
street citizens had stated they were sal- 
isfied when President Woodruff had an- 
nounced he would not take up the Rich- 
ardson street tracks. 

The afternoon

I bor- 
rowed a second amount of $10 and paid 
after that $2 a month as interest on the 
whole debt. I don't know the exact 
amount I have pald in interest altogether, 
but think it is about $28. I wanted to get 
my papers before I was brought away 
from Athens, but they would not give 
me time to do so. I was told in Athens 
that Winkler had no power to arrest me, 
as he could not legally be deputized by 
Justice Bateman to make the arrest, as 
he was the prvusecutor. I had no time, 
however, to make a fight on the sum- 
mons, and so came along with the sheriff 
and Winkler.” 

Elder formerly worked in Atlanta with 

“the Anderson Hardware Company and 
was employed by that firm when he bor- 
rowed the money and gave the order on 
his salary. It seems that he gave the 
order to come out of his salary and then 
left without liquidating the debt or leav- 
ing any way by which the debt could be 
collected. If what Elder says is true, the 
prosecution is probably based on the fact 
that the money was loaned with the 
order as security and that Elder may 
be held for cheating and swindling or 
obtaining money under false pretenses. ~ 

Elder is now working for Klein & Ma- 
lone in Athens. He left Atlanta about a 
year ago, and it is said that he has 
since paid nothing on the debt. He claims 
to have written Ryan that he was fixed 
so he could not make any payment, but 
might do so this fall. 

The young man jis well-known in the 
city. His home is near Athens and he 
came to Atlanta about five years ago and 
lived here four years. 

He will probably be given a preliminary 
hearing today in Justice Bateman’s court.

Major Courtney was a Virginian by 
birth, He was one of the southerners 
of the old school, possessing to the last 
that gallant spirit which characterized 
southern gentlemen before the civil war. 

He was born in Norfolk, Va., August 
16, 1834, and spent his boyhood in that 
city. His father was Richard Courtney, 
of Virginia. 

At an early age Major Courtney enlisted 
in the United States navy. He later took 
up newspaper work with the intention of 
becoming a journalist, and was for a 
time on The American Beacon, a whig 
paper printed at Norfolk. He was asso-
